The first man to sacrifice his life for this country's freedom, 
; Attucks, wasaBlack man. Andthat Une of freedom tas 
been extended from Peter Salem in the Revolutionary War, to 
~ Sgt. William Carney and the all-Black 54th and 55th regiments 
in the Civil War; to the “Fighting 369th”, which received the 
Croix de Gurre from the French during World War |; to Dorrie 
Miller, the Navy messman who was the first service man deco- 
rated. during World War.-II; through Navy fighter pilot Jesse 
Harrison in Korea and down to MiltonOlive and more than 10 
other Black medal of honor winners in Vietnam. 

Black men died too. in these wars. And what is noble -- 
indeed, heroic -- about their deaths is that they have often been 
treated with shame and contempt by those whose lives they 
were fighting to save. a 

Ohio state fegisiaior C.J. McLin sti cemembers an expe- 
rience during World War II, when he was refused service at an 
Army PX in Alabama, while a German prisoner-of-war and his 
American friend were served. Such is the irony of life for Black 
soldiers: to fight a war against Nazy tyranny, only to be 
exposed to a worse tyranny in the land of your birth. 

But Blacks have fought through those ironies in order. to 
protect what this nation professes to honor -- the right of 
freedom of association, the freedom to live where you want, go 
where you want, and. rise as high as your talents and dreams 
can take you. Black soldiers have fought and died for those 
rights. And they should be honored, too: 

But if Memorial Day is to mean anything to Black people, we 
must memorialize those soldiers that didn’t carry guns, but 
fought with the best weapons they had: truth. Let's memorial- 
ize Megar Evers; Martin. Luther King; Viola Liuzzo; Chaney, 
Schwerner, and Goodman; let's memorialize Harry Moore, 
Sammy Younge, Lemuel Penn, James Reeb. All died for free- 
dom. All died stafiding for what this nation was supposed to 
represent. All were victims in the war against hatred, the war 
against segregation, the war against. discrimination which has 
so peacefully been called the “civil rights struggle.” 

Memorial Day is a good day to remind ourselves that the 
struggle for freedom in this country has not ended, and we 
must be diligent in fighting to open those doors which still 
remain closed. 


Day care bill

Farmer tells law grads

At 65, after battling some 
health problems which have 
made him aimosi bind, James 
Farmer can look back on a 
career at the front lines of the 
civil rights movement. 

He is not interested in his 
place in history — “I'll let the 
historians worry about that,” 
he said -- but he remains com- 
mitted to the same goals that 
burned within him more than 
40 years ago when he helped 
found the Congress of Racial 
Equality (CORE). Farmer 
remains profoundly committed 
to interracial harmony and 
equality and justice for Blacks 
and all oppressed people 
within the United States and 
the world. 

Equality and equity were the 
keys of Farmer's address to the 
186 graduates of Capital Uni- 
versity’s law school. Farmer 
recounted the struggles he 
faced -- with men and women 
of all races -- to change the 
laws of segregation and dis- 
crimination which caused the 
oppression of Blacks for most 
of the 20th century. 

To Farmer, the capstone of 
his life's work in the area of civil 
rights was the “freedom rides” 
of the early 1960s, which were 
devised by CORE to break the 
back of segregation in inter- 
state travel. 

In the freedom rides, Blacks 
and whites participated to des- 
troy the system of segregation. 
and the group’s efforts forced 
then Attorney General Robert 
Kennedy to ask the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to 
issue an order outlawing 
segregation in interstate travel. 


But, Farmer contrasted that 
era, in which “color lost its 
capacity to divide those of 
goodwill,” with America of the 
1980s. “Compassion was 
widespread then. Not so 
today.” To Farmer, we have 
entered the age of “meism -- 
What's in it for me.” 

Symptomatic of that think- 
ing, Farmer argued. is the atti-

“Private operators will have to go to their clients to cover 
increased costs,” she said, “while government operated centers 
go to the taxpayers.” 

Helen Jackson, another day care operator, said her company 
accepts Title 20 contracts and is well within HB 435's proposed 
staffing changes. Her’'s are actually lower, with a oneto nine ratio 
for children three and up. She said she expects prices to rise, but 
doesn’t see anything wrong-with HB 435. 

Duane Beck, of the Center. for Hurnan Services, said his board 
voted unanimously to support HB 435 because of the quality of 
child care that it could bring to Ohio. He, too, criticized the care - 
being given in unlicensed homes, but said the lack of public 
money was making it harder for the poor to receive day care. 

“There isn't enough Title 20 money available,” he said. “We're 
unable to get day care for all people needing it.”

Blacks made a stand against white who 
attacked the Black community, and were 


ordered airplanes into action and bombed 


one policeman was killed and five firemen 

injured, police should have known that the 

group was both ready and willing to 

respond in kind to any action taken by 
police. 

The house was staked-out by policé as 
MOVE members openly fortified the place 
with-railroad ties as neighbors lodged com- 
plaint after complaint. The strength of the 
fortifications should have been no surprise. 

Displaying an obvious lack of planning, 
Philadelphia officials used few of the tac- 
tics, weaponry or equipment that modern 
technology has made available. Instead 
they chose to drop a bomb onthe roof of the 
rowhouse that the sect had converted into a 
heavily fortified bunker. 

The bomb ignited a $5 million fire which 

destroyed over 60 homes, damaged many 
others, leaving 225, people homeless. The 
fire is also suspected of killing 11 children 
and members of MOVE. 
’ The bombing was the’ second time in 
American history that a governmental unit 
had approved the aerial bombing of citizens 
in the continental United States.

_ Assuming the addition of Pinkney’s sig- 
nature to the check under these circum- 
stances was a criminal offense, and it is yet 
to be finally determined that. such truly 
was the case; the question then is: What is it 
that distinguishes what Pinkney did from 
what was done by the Chairman? Undenia- 
bly, the Chairman had an interest in the 
insurance contract and he signed the check 
as well. Actually, the only thing that distin- 
guishes the two factual patterns is the same 
distinction that can be made in thesituation 
involving Councilman Boyd and Doctor 
Wasmuth and those who aided and abetted 
him. Simply put, the defendants in both 
cases were Black whereas the others who 


were equally involved were White. 


if these situations existed in isolation 
then our concerns would still be grave. But 
this.pattern has been punctured by count- 
less other situations such as the favorable 
treatment recommended by our prosecutor 
.for the mass ‘murderer who killed Todd 
Browne, the Black folk singer, for kicks.

360,000. 


The jobless rate for white teens, 


therefore, is almost 15 percent and 
39 percent for Blacks in the same 
age category. But this racial gap 
didnot always exist. 

As a matter of fact. in 1950 the 


- unemployment rate among Black © 


and white teens was near equality 
-- at around 10 percent. 

By 1954, the unemployment rate 
had become identical for both 
groups. Ironically, the youth 
employment rate for Black teens 
was higher than for whites during 
that year. However, in each suc- 
ceeding decade, the gap got wider 
and wider until it reached a 24 
point spread in 1985. 

This disastrous turnaround in 
Black youth unemployment was 
accompanied by the same demise 
in Black family stability. 

‘In 1954, less than 16 percent of 
Black families were single-parent 
female headed and less than 20 
percent were born out of wediock.

another got in and was met 
with gunfire which pinned 
them down for 90 minutes. 

At about 4 p.m., Sambor 
ordered Lt. Frank Powell of the 
bomb squad to construct an 
explosive. (Reports say police 
. had trianed for this event when 
they discovered MOVE 
.members were fortifying their 
home with sandbags, steel 
plates and tree trunks. Appar- 
ently, the police had even used 
an explosive during field exer- 
cises in preparation for their 
siege on MOVE.) It took Powell 
about 30 minutes to fashion the 
bomb made of the TOVEX, an 
explosive gel, one blasting cap, 
one fuse and a fuse igniter. 

At about 5:27 p.m., Sambor 
ordered Powell to fly above the 
house ina helicopter, and drop 
the bomb. Forty five seconds 
after Powell dropped the 
TOVEX, the house blew up. 
Flames soon spread through 
the MOVE house and crept to 
other homes in the area. Inter- 
estingly, no one ordered fire- 


men to contain the fire. 

Apparently, Sambor believed 
MOVE members had con- 
structed tunnels under their 
home, which ied into the sur- 
rounding neighborhood. That 
paranoia was further fueled by 
loose beliefs that MOVE had 
wired the entire area with 
explosives and poured gaso- 
line on their home (burning 
themselves) and other homes 
in the area. After the flames 
died down the next day, police 
searched the MOVE house and 
found two shotguns, arifle, two 
handguns and a large quantity 
of spent and unspent car- 
tridges. There were no 
machihe guns, heavy weapons 
or tunnels. 

In hindsight, Goode has pub- 
licly stated that the course of 
action his delegates followed 
would not be taken if he could 
do it all over again. . 

Goode doesn't think his 
encounters with MOVE are 
over. Two other MOVE houses 
are under 24 hour police sur- 


veililance and Jerry Africa, a 
MOVE founder, said his group 
will seek revenge against 
Goode 


On the popular television 
show “Face The Nation,” 
Africa said MOVE will seek to 
“destroy the mayor politically.” 

So far, the 270 homeless 
‘people have been promised by 
Goode that their homes will be 
rebuilt by Christmas. Already, 
President Ronald Reagan has 
directed HUD director Samuel 
Pierce to offer 49 temporary 
homes to the residents, to pro- 
vide rent subsidies to others 
and to commit $1 million in 
discretionary funds to help 
rebuild the neighborhood. 

Meanwhile, Congressman 
John Conyers is bringing in his ° 
House Subcommittee on Crim- 
inal Justice to investigate 
police tactics used in the alter- 
cation. Said Conyers, “We in 
the Black community are 
totally outraged. This is the 
most violent eviction notice 
that’s ever been given in 
history.” ,
